( 2) They shell come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette.

5. In rule 7 of the said rules, for sub-rule(2} the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely .— 

“( 2 ) The packages of graded blended edible vegetable oil shall not be marked by any common generic name of the oils used. 
Each package shall be prominently marked in bold letters with colour contrast to read

**(8) The authorised packer shall ensure that the graded blended edible vegetable oil is sold only in sealed packs and not in loose 
form.”
